LAND REGISTRY ACT 


WHEREAS by Order in Council No. 
2758, approved November 2nd, 1961, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Land Act, a right-of-way was granted to 
Western Pacific Products & Crude Oil 
Pipelines Ltd., a company incorporated 
under the laws of British Columbia (here- 
inafter called the “ Company ”) over cer- 
tain Crown lands for the purpose of con- 
structing and operating a pipe-line in 
connection with the Company’s under- 
taking (between Savona and Kamloops), 
which lands are more particularly de- 
scribed as the Crown lands shown out- 
lined in red on Plans O-W-D-4650-5-R6, 
O-W-D-4700-1-R9, O-W-D-4700-2-R6, 
O-W-D-4700-3-R4, and O-W-D-4700-4- 
R6, on file in the Department of Lands 
and Forests: 

And whereas the Company has sub- 
mitted that it would be expedient and 
in the interests of all concerned if the 
title conferred as aforesaid could be 
registered under the provisions of the 
Land Registry Act: 


And whereas the Land Registry Act 
permits registration of these estates only 
where the title of Her Majesty appears 
in the register, and accordingly the Leg- 
islature has endowed the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council with power to make 
regulations permitting and governing the 
registration of these estates as enacted by 
section 258 (2) of the Land Registry 
Act: 

And whereas the grant has been issued 
on the basis that when and as soon as 
the Company shall have laid the initial 
pipe in the exercise of the authority 
granted to it by the said Order in Coun- 
cil, the rights, licences, liberties, privi- 
leges, and rights-of-way granted by the 
said Order in Council shall thereupon and 
thereafter be confined and restricted as 
provided in the said Order in Council: 

Therefore, His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council has been pleased to 
order that, under the provisions of the 
Land Registry Act and all other powers 
thereunto enabling, the following regula- 
tions be made:— 

1. A Crown grant of the right-of-way 
in favour of the Company shall be trans- 
mitted to the proper Land Registry Office, 
and when received the Registrar shall 
enter Her Majesty as the owner of the 
lands described in the Crown grant in 
the register, and upon application being 
made for the registration of the title of 
the Company to the right-of-way, and 
upon compliance with the provisions of 
the Land Registry Act and of these regu- 











lations in so far as they are applicable, 
shall register the title by endorsing a 
memorandum thereof on the register; 
provided that the boundaries of the land 
described in the Crown grant and in the 
register shall be subject to amendment 
to conform with the boundaries as defined 
by the final plan, as under Regulation 3, 
and in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed under Regulation 4. 

2. When and as soon as the Company 
has laid its initial pipe, the right-of-way 
shall be reduced in width as provided in 
the said Order in Council. 

3. Within eighteen months after the 
completion of the construction by the 
Company of its initial pipe, a final plan 
of the right-of-way shall be prepared by 
the Company in accordance with the reg- 
ulations which the Surveyor-General has 
issued or may issue, and copies of such 
plan shall be deposited with the Surveyor- 
General as he may require. ‘The Sur- 
veyor-General shall, after approval, trans- 
mit the necessary approved copies of the 
plan to the proper Land Registry Office 
for deposit. 

4. When the final plan has been de- 
posited in the proper Land Registry 
Office, the Registrar shall amend the 
register which shows Her Majesty’s title 
to the land comprising the right-of-way 
and the title of the Company by striking

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Proy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

of-way over the land for any of the purposes 
above stated. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be held to 
restrict the Grantor from using the right-of-way 
in any manner which does not interfere with the 
security, efficient functioning, or unobstruced ac- 
cess to the works, and in particular the Grantor 
may use the surface of the right-of-way for 
normal garden purposes, for the lawful storage 
of goods, the lawful parking of vehicles, and 
may erect and maintain a fence thereon and 
may cover the right-of-way with gravel, asphalt, 
or concrete of a depth reasonably sufficient for 
a parking area, carport, or walk, but will not 
erect any building thereon or permit any shrub 
or tree of a height of or liable to attain a height 
of fifteen feet or more, or permit any thing to 
be placed thereon or done thereon to injure the 
proposed works or to prevent reasonable access 
by the Grantee. 

The Grantee, in the exercise of its powers 
hereunder, may remove anything placed on the 
right-of-way, and in particular may remove 
shrubs, plants, fences, and may break up any 
asphalt or cement, provided that, in so far as 
is reasonably possible, it will replace and repair 
the same as promptly as may be after complet- 
ing the work in which it is engaged so as to 
restore the ground and the things located thereon 
to substantially their original condition. 

The Grantee further covenants to carry on all 
its activities on the right-of-way in a careful 
seemly manner and to compensate the Grantor 
for any damage done in and about the exercise 
of its powers when such damage cannot reason- 
ably be otherwise repaired or restoration effected. 

The Grantor further agrees that all works in- 
stalled by the Grantee in, on, or under the right- 
of-way shall remain chattels and the property of 
the Grantee.
